THE  JOEL  KOOPMAN  COLLECTION 


Mr.  Joel  Koopman,  the  prominent  antiquary  of  Boston,  estab- 
lished himself  in  18T9  at  27  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  removing  from 
there  about  thirty  years  ago  to  18  Beacon  Street.  This  location  has 
now  become  so  congested  that  the  firm  has  relinquished  its  lease  and  has 
instructed  the  American  Art  Association  to  sell  its  interesting  collection. 

Perhaps  no  antiquary  in  America  had  such  a  wide  circle  of  friends 
as  Mr.  Joel  Koopman.  He  was  highly  regarded  for  his  serious  probity, 
his  large  fund  of  humor  and  his  genuine  love  and  knowledge  of  ancient 
art,  which  was  readily  imparted  to  all  who  desired  advice  and  mature 
judgment  on  the  subject. 

The  collection  is  extremely  diversified  and  includes  numerous  de- 
lightful specimens  of  fine  XVIIth  and  XVIIIth  Century  American 
cabinet  work,  many  no  doubt  constructed  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  so 
well  known  as  a  center  for  admirable  woodwork.  Closely  allied  to  the 
American  is  the  English  furniture  of  the  same  periods,  mainly  in  the 
manner  of  Hepplewhite,  Sheraton  and  Chippendale :  amongst  these  is 
a  beautiful  small  Writing  Cabinet  given  to  Sheraton's  own  workshop, 
several  unusual  Bookcases,  Cabinets  and  sets  of  Chairs  of  distinction. 

There  is  also  a  quantity  of  French,  Italian  and  Spanish  furniture 
ranging  from  the  XYIth  Century  to  and  including  the  XVIIIth 
Century,  comprising  Inlaid  Chests,  Befectory  and  other  Tables, 
Needlework  Chairs,  Screens  and  Sofas,  Credences,  several  rare  Befec- 
tory Benches  and  many  Carved  and  Gilded  Mirrors. 

Faience  and  Porcelains  were  always  regarded  by  the  firm  as  a 
field  much  their  own.  There  are  fine  specimens  of  Earlv  Chinese  and 
Chinese  Lowestoft  including  a  garniture  of  Vases,  Armorial  Plates  and 
two  plates  with  subjects  illustrating  Boccaccio's  "Decameron";  Staf- 
fordshire Lustre  and  Figurines,  Worcester  and  Wedgwood  Dinner 
Services  and  two  highly  important  Whieldon  Vases  with  marbled  bodies 
and  ornamentation  in  cream-glaze. 

Amongst  the  Irish  and  Bristol  Cut  Glass  are  two  rare  Decanters 
from  the  comparatively  short-lived  Cork  Works,  beautiful  Waterford 
Bowls  and  several  very  finely  cut  Bristol  Lustres. 

A  few  but  interesting  examples  of  Georgian  Silver  and  Sheffield 
Plate  include  a  set  of  four  Candlesticks  and  an  excellent  Coffee-pot  by 
William  Cafe.  French  XVIIIth  Century  Bronze  Clocks  and  Groups 
always  give  an  attractive  note  to  a  room,  and  two  Directoire  Clocks 


and  a  Louis  XVIth  Clock  with  a  figure  of  the  great  Sully  paying 
homage  to  Henri  IV  are  both  charming  in  this  metier. 

An  exceptionally  large  and  useful  gathering  of  Brass  and  Forged 
Iron  Andirons,  Torcheres  and  Fire-backs  have  been  assembled  from 
many  different  climes  and  very  different  periods,  ranging  from  early 
XVIth  Century  Italian  to  XVIIIth  Century  French  and  fine  American 
Bell  metal. 

The  Garden  Furniture  includes  English  Painted  Iron  Benches, 
Chairs  and  Tables,  which  have  been  cast  mainly  from  the  original 
models. 

There  are  several  XVIIIth  Century  French  Sculptured  Limestone 
Garden  Vases  of  delightful  form  ;  interesting  Marble  Mantelpieces  and 
Statuary  and  two  dignified  Inlaid  Sienese  Marble  Benches,  strongly  in 
the  Renaissnace  manner. 

A  few  Embroidered  and  Damask  Covers  give  a  touch  of  color,  and 
a  Room  Covering  of  Crimson  Brocatelle,  made  at  the  Medicean  Looms 
of  Lucca,  is  in  remarkably  fine  condition. 

There  are  two  decorative  Flemish  Verdure  Tapestries,  admirable 
for  a  studio,  and  a  number  of  Aubusson  Tapestry  Overdoor  Panels. 

Amongst  the  numerous  Decorative  Paintings  are  XVIIth  and 
XVIIIth  Century  French  and  Dutch  Groups  of  Flowers  and  Fruit, 
Architectural  Ruins  and  Portraits. 

Six  important  sets  of  Painted  Panels  for  Rooms  are  of  a  most 
decorative  quality.  The  Marine  Panels  of  Naples  by  Antoine  Vernet 
and  the  more  or  less  Architectural  Landscapes  are  exceptionally 
charming. 

A  unique  Set  of  XVIIth  Century  Delft  Tiles  composing  Panels 
for  a  large  room,  designed  by  the  painter  Lingelbach,  is  very  extra- 
ordinary in  the  variety  of  its  subjects.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bill  which  is  not  corumonsuratc  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall 
be  given  Immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing.

doing  so,  however,  without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and 
charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

IX.  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  t lie  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
is  Catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  eases  be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall'  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,' or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  he  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot,  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copv- 
mg  the  necessary  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association. 

These  conditions  of  sale  cannot  be  altered  except  bv  the  auctioneer  or  by  an  officer 
ol  the  Association.

Composed  of :  Ten  large  panels,  overmantel  and  nine  correlated  frieze 
panels.  Painted  in  aubergine  on  ivory  grounds,  displaying  very  varied 
canopied  symbolic  figures  and  cupidons  amid  arabesqued  floral  and 
strap  motives;  the  subjects  and  details  differing  in  each  panel,  giving 
a  freshness,  vigor  and  ingenuity  of  design  seldom  to  be  found  even 
in  the  seventeenth  century.  The  overmantel  is  especially  interesting, 
showing  a  view  of  a  busy  "Eastern  Port."  The  waterfront  is  animated 
with  innumerable  stevedores  handling  bales  of  varied  merchandise  and 
lading  a  camel  for  an  interior  journey.  Ancient  vessels  are  in  the 
offing,  homeward  bound  or  ready  to  discharge  their  cargoes.  The  tiles 
are  mainly  in  very  excellent  condition,  relatively  few  being  chipped.
